Each year a number of 
players are exported out to the 
bigger clubs, you can take any big 
club in Europe and you'll find 2 or 
3 Croatians in each squad. It’s a 
good starting point for any sort of 
player, because Croatia did so well 
in Euro 96 and all eyes are on the 
league at the moment. It was a 
good starting point for Josip Skoko, 
Mark Viduka and myself. 


5AA: How good is your side 
Hadjuk Split? 

SH: The year before I joined they 
(Hadjuk Split) were in the European 
Champions League and made the 
quarter finals. The following year we 
won the league and made the 
qualifying round of the Champions 
League. We played Panathinaikos, 
drew 0-0 in Greece and 1-1 at home 
and we were knocked out. 
Panathinkaikos made it all the way 
to the semi finals losing to Ajax 
Amsterdam. At that time we had a 
really strong team. Once we fell out 
of the Champions league a lot of 
players left to go abroad and our 
squad was depleted. The thing with 
Croatia is that there are so many 
good young players coming through 
all the time so it’s not hard to 
replace anybody. The team is 
strong, we are currently second with 
Mark Viduka’s team Croatia Zagreb 
on top. They have run away with the 
league this year. Hadjuk has 
finished second and we're back in 


the UEFA Cup next season. 


5AA: What sort of a profile does 
a professional footballer get in a 
country like Croatia? 


SH: Football is such a fanatical 
thing here. You couldn’t really 
compare it with the AFL or Rugby its 
covered every day here in the 
media. There is a paper called the 
Daily Sports Newspaper and there is 
about 8 to 10 pages of just Soccer, 
it’s a lot more crazier or fanatical 
than what we are used to back 
home.

the past when he looks at the 
situation of the game in 
Australia and what he 
would do in the future. 

Amold agrees with former 
Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser who gained notoriety 
with his statement, “Life 
wasn’t meant to be easy” but 
he believes it can be made 
easier for the World Game in 
Australia, 

The striker, who is playing 
for Eddie Thomson’s 
Hiroshima Sanfrece in the 
Japanese J-League, has very 
firm views on how he would 
approach a club coaching 
position and the program for 

‘outh. 


youth, 

“My idea when I come 
back is to have a first team 
squad of 15-16 players and 5- 
6 apprentices and pay them 
full time,” he said. 

“It’s not too much to give a 
17-year-old out of school 
$500 a week over 50 weeks 
with their work including 
training twice a day, cleaning 
the dressing rooms and 
washing the gear. 

“That sounds expensive but 
if you buy two washing 
machines and two driers and 
then pay an older person a full 
wage to do the work, it soon 
mounts up. 

“Every club in Europe has 
an apprenticeship scheme and 
the kids learn what it’s like to 
be a full professional player 
and to respect the job.” 

Arnold is not the only 
prominent Australian to think 
about apprentices and 
professionalism. 

Former Socceroo coach 
Thomson agrees there is a 
need for both sections but 
doubts at this stage whether it 
would be feasible in Australia, 

“Everyone is talking full 
time Soccer, full time this and 
that, But it’s pie in the sky 
because no one has the 
money,” he said. 

“Most of the rugby league 


and AFL clubs are not full 
time. ‘That shows it’s not easy 
to do. Les Scheinflug and I 
were going to do it twice a 
week at training just to raise 
the standard of the national 
teams. 


“T still think it’s the first 
step for Australia, employ a 
coach to take the players twice 
a week. But apprentices, who 
should be 16-19, should be the 
next step instead of trying to 
go into full time 
professionalism.” 

Arnold has based his 
opinion on his Europoean 
experience and particularly 
the manner in which clubs 
operate in Holland. 

He said he had studied 
closely the system used by 
Ajax Amsterdam and has all 
their training videos. 

“If I showed you a video of 
what they do with their 10- 
year-old kids you'd be totally 
amazed,” he said, 

“They have to study the 

club, have to be smart, be skill 
wise, work six days a week on 
skill for 11 months of the year 
and study the Ajax style of 
play which is three strikers, 
four midfield, three at the 
back. 
“Before the age of 16, 
every youth has played in 
every position on the field, so 
they can understand what it is 
like to play up front, in 
midfield or defence. 

“Tf I come back to coach, I 
would want to be heavily 
involved in one club only, to 
testructure their entire youth 
setup and try to get them into 
being full professionals, 

“Soccer Australia has to be 
involved because Australian 
Soccer is going to benefit. 
Maybe Soccer Australia can 
provide some financial 
support.” 

Arnold said he would give 
every apprentice a two year 
contract and if at the end they 
didn’t look promising enough, 
they could move on because 
by then they would be too old 
for the Under 19s. 

He said it was a normal 
situation in Europe to employ

apprentices because it cuts 
down the costs of 
groundsmen, reduces the cost 
of paying someone to wash 
the clothes and the younger 
players soon learn they have 
to work hard around the club 
and that they don’t get 
everything easy in life. 

Arnold has been through 
the school of hard knocks. He 
was in line to be captain of 
Australia when he accepted an 
overseas offer in Europe to 
further his game. 

His aggressive style and 
non-stop action had to be 
tempered to fit into the 
European pattern and he 
proved he was a quick leamer 
as his performance took him 
into the top rungs of European 
football. And he also used his 
time to study, with a thought 
to his future in the game. 

“Tf you train kids twice a 
day for five days a week, they 
have to become better players. 
When I was back in Sydney 
seven years ago, I knew of a 
number of players who did not 
work and never trained,” he 
said. 

“Another way of getting 
around the problem is the 
rather radical idea of paying 
players to train. If you have 
players who work full time 
and can train four nights a 
week, give them $50 a week 
on top of their wage, plus 
match bonuses. 

“For guys out of work, tell 
them they'll get $50 a training 
session. They could earn $150 
by training three mornings a 
week, plus four at night, that’s 
seven sessions a week. 
They're going to become 
much fitter, better players and 
eam more money.” 

Amold was quite serious 
He is well aware of the 
financial club setup in 
Australia but maintains he is 
thinking ahead to the future 
and not staying merely im the 

nt, 

And while he was in a 
money thinking mood, he also 
had more than a few words to 
say about contracts and sign- 
on fees. His argument is that 


clubs should be looking at 
lower sign-on fees and higher 
salaries for players. 

“Clubs may be paying 
$25,000 as a sign-on fee 
where they should be paying 
$15,000 and increasing the 
salary content. But this would 
be possible only in the 
national jeague at present 
because the State leagues 
don’t have the money,” he 
said. 


“In my days, clubs were 
wasting $60,000 for transfer 
fees before actually paying 
wages, sign-on fees or 
bonuses. If you put that 
$60,000 into use in wages and 
a youth scheme, the clubs are 
going to get better players 
who will be fitter, sharper, 
better on the ball, leading to a 
vast improvement in standard. 

“With the scrapping of 
transfer fees in Australia, so 
many far-thinking moves are 
now possible.” 

Thomson had a final blast 
at people saying the standard 
of the Australian national 
league was comparable to 
overseas. 

He said there had been a 
general drop in the standard of 
the NSL in the past year and 
he believed the first and 
second division in England 
and even the second division 
in Holland and Belgium was 
better. 

“NSL games are mostly 
played at a walking pace and 
teams are taking 20-30 passes 
to get the ball up the field. 
Australian players in England 
like Paul Agostino, Steve 
Corica, David Seal, Kevin 
Muscat and Jason van Blerk 
would walk into the NSL and 
a lot of these players are 
Struggling to get games every 
week in England,” he said. 

“They're playing against 
full time players and the 
difference to the NSL is like 
night and day. Every one of 
the Australians has improved 
with his experience overseas 
and some, like Muscat, have 
gone on in leaps and bounds.”

Dear Sir 

Remember the big announcement a few weeks back when it 
was disclosed that Carlton AFL club had been accepted in next 
year's Ericsson Cup? It was to counteract the ethnic clubs, and 
bring in a club to attract the so called mainstream spectators? 
Eddie Krncevic was appointed as the club coach. We know that 
Eddie was brought up by Melbourne Croatia, and was the first 
Soccer player to enter the European Soccer scene starting with 
Dinamo Zagreb and then progressing to the Belgian League. The 
first step for Eddie was to recruit the players. Absolutely nowhere 
in the Soccer world can you enter a top competition before you 
prove yourself in the lower grade, yet in this country you are 
promoted before you even have a single player. According to the 
Sydney United players no less than seven of them got a phone 
call and were offered terms with Carlion. The players were, five 
Croatians, one Macedonian and one Portugese. We know that 
from the Melbourne Knights, Simunic, Lapsanski and Marth are 
supposedly joining Carlton and there you have non ethnic club. 
Now you know why I call it a big joke, Any other comments from 
your readers? 

In this year’s competition we had many records established, 
and yet again we are looking for a change. Have you ever seen 
Someone change a successful operation. Improve yes, but not to 
change it. How can we improve? Certainly not by trying to ban 
most successful clubs, but to bring in the clubs who will be 
capable of attracting our overseas players back home, instead of 
trying to steal local products. We want our top players back, 
especially because a majority of them are not in the top money 
bracket overseas. A club like Carlton should have shown example 
in this step. 

It is also a time that we start to think and behave as the top 
Soccer nations in the world. First past the post in the competition 
should be the champion, as it is everywhere in the top Soccer 
nations. We know for instance that in England the season ends 
with the English Cup Final. Why not to finish our season with an 
Australian Cup Final. That would simply mean that the winner at 
the end of season playoffs would be the Australian Cup winner, 

Another very important necessity is a longer Soccer season. 
The season should not be shorter than 8 months. There are two 
reasons for that. Firstly, we will never reach the standard of top 
nations by playing 30 odd games in a season, when the 
opposition is playing 50+ games. Secondly, perhaps even more 
important is, that most of our overseas players left the local 
scene, because they could not stand to be out of the game for too 
long. This country has the ideal climatic condition to play 
practically all year around. This is by the way the reason why the 
best players in the world come mainly from South America. 

Question to readers of ABSW. Should Australia run its 
competition as the rest of the world? 

Question to Mr David Hill. How do you expect big business to 
enter into Soccer, when a few bureaucrats, some of them who 
have never kicked a ball, can expell a club from the League, after 
a few louts cause a riot? Where is there security for their 
investment?

ago. 

Leaving behind family and friends, the 
IQAS player set off for territory unknown 
in the heart of America’s deep south. She 
knew little of what lay before her, and 
‘what Duus was to discover on arriving at 
the Brewton Parker College in Mount 
‘Vernon, Georgia was far from the image 
of life she had hoped for. 

“T wasn’t sure if I wanted to go into a 
different culture, a different life,” recalled 
Duus. “E thought about it for quite a 
while, and I ended up going. It was 
different to what I thought it would be 
like. But 1 was interested in trying it by 
myself, and I’m glad I did. I’ve learned a 
Jot of things that will really help me cut in 
the future.” 

The College turned out to be situated 
jin a rural area where the locals are into 
farming, country music, and the cowboy 
culture. The region is known for its 
quality onions, and the closest big town is 
an hour and a half away. Moreover, the 
college itself is a very small private 
[Baptist establishment with an abundance. 
of strict rules and regulations, and very 
much different to the usual American 
college. 

“It was all a bit of a shock,” said Dus. 
“It's kind of in the middle of nowhere and 
there’s not much to do here at all. But 
I've turned that into a positive and it’s 
worked out well. Also, the way I was 
brought up, I’m not really religious. But 
I’m not the only one, there are lots of 
sports people in the same situation. Some 
are religious, some are not, and we all 
Tespect each other's point of view.” 

The southern accent was another 
difficulty to contend with for the 
youngster. “Even though they’re speaking 
ithe same language, the accent is hard to 
understand. It hurts your ears listening to 
them. Plus our team was very diverse, 
with some speaking little English. 
Communication was a problem to start 
with.” 

According to Buus, the school’s sports 
program is good, and the Soccer program 
has really picked up through a concerted

effort which coincided with her arrival. 
The college had sent out the word around 
the world for new players and as a result, 
Brewton Parker became an instant 
“United Nations’ of players. Duus, along 
with fellow QAS teammates Trena 
Youngblutt, Toni Brescanini, and 
Georgette Leake, made up the Australian 
contingent, and were joined by others 
from Sweden, Holland, England, Canada, 
and Switzerland, 

With just five Americans, the mixture 
attracted the wrath of commentators for 
its lack of local talent. 

But despite all the flak, Brewton 
Parker hit back with impressive results on 
the park. In her first year, the team just 
missed the nationals after going down to 
the college which ended up the number 
one ranked team in the country. 

“The bigger colleges expect to win 
against the smaller schools, but we’ve 
beaten a lot of those teams, unexpectedly 
for them!” 

Then last year came the breakthrough. 
Brewton Parker won the honour of being 
the number one team in the South East 
region, earning the right to contest the 
National Titles. There against the cream 
of the nation, they surprised all by 
finishing an impressive third overall, 

Duus had been set for a big year, 
shifted to a striking role from her usual 
spot in midfield, With five goals in two 
games, Duus then suffered a serious ankle 
injury in the third match, and missed most 
of the season, She came back in time to 
play the regional finals and the National 
Titles, finishing with a remarkable nine 
goals from her six games. 

On the whole, Duus is happy to be 
where she is. “The competition is really 
consistent for such a younger age group. 
There’s no one team that’s not good, you 
always know it’s a tough team you'll be 
up against. And I’ve learned a lot playing 
against a lot of other top teams, and 
experiencing coaching of different styles 
and the American way.” 

But there is also a downside of playing 
overseas, Duus is kept up to date‘with the 
Australian Soccer scene through AWSA 
and family. “It’s tough being away from 
all the representative Soccer in Australia 
which has picked up a lot since I’ve been 
here.”

Liverpool lost only two games at home 
all season, and seven in total. They were. 
six points clear of the FA Cup holders 
Tottenham. In third position were title 
defenders Burnley. At the bottom Bradford 
City were relegated and to make any 
Liverpool fan’s season complete, 
Manchester United finished rock bottom. 

Nottingham Forest took out the second 
division but the other promotion spot was 
a tight fought affair. Stoke had just 
avoided relegation the previous season 
whilst Bamsley had looked to have finally 
overcome the shock of not being promoted 
after the war. Bamsley had won four more 
games than Stoke spot. However the two 
clubs finished equal on 50 points. Stoke 
won the second spot by conceding one less 
goal than Barnsley. For the Yorkshire club 
it would be the closest they got to the top 
division until 1996/97. 

Bristol City were relegated from 
Division Two and Park Avenue went 
down as well. 

In the second division came champions 
Stockport County and Southampton. 
While Stockport’s title was clear for the 
Hampshire club it was a tight race with 
Plymouth Arglye — finally decided on 
goal difference having conceded two goals 
less than the Pilgrims. 

Looking through the new clubs of the 
north, Nelson, Accrington S Stalybridge, 
Southport, Ashington, Durham C, Barrow, 
Nelson, Wigan Borough, and Halifax 
Town either are now no longer in 
existence or do not play League’ football 
anymore.

The last day of the 
season saw Celtic draw 1-1 but Rangers 
could not take advantage and only drew 0- 
0. This left Celtic one point ahead of their 
great rivals and so they took the title from 
them. At the bottom it was decided the 
division was too big and so three sides 
were relegated with only one going up. 
Dumbarton, Queens Park, and Clydebank 
were relegated, whilst clear winners of 
Division Two, Alloa, were promoted.

The reality is, no-one 
actually caters for this 
particular area of the game at 
present, a situation that is 
quite remiss when considering 
that one bad tackle or dodgy 
fall can finish a career. 

Another aspect of the 
company is, their first game as 
the England sponsors was the 
ill-fated match in Dublin that 
was reduced to scenes of 
mayhem by a handful of 
morons,

Obviously, both would like to 
carry on as the exposure for 
the company has seen an 
increase of over 75% 
awareness amongst the 
supporters as to who they are. 

That may not sound like 
much but with football in the 
UK generally on an upward 
curve at present, many 
millions of fans pass through 
the turnstiles each season, 
leading to a very desirable 
target audience indeed. 

Lastly, we spoke of the 
famous old ‘twin towers’ and 
what would the likely scenario 
be when it’s fully refurbished 
at the end of the 1997/98 


season_ 

The new Wembley Stadium 
will be used primarily for 
football, which will remain as 
the number the priority above 
all else, but Rugby League 
and Athletics are to be catered 
for and embraced in the 
design. 

For the former, the famous 
old pitch will be used as it is 
now but a new athletics track 
will be incorporated and 
would naturally replace the 
existing dog track around the 
pitch. The Football 
Association have been, and 
temain, central in talks on the 
design and concept of the 
stadium, which will seat 
around 80,000 in state of the

art comfort and technology. 

When asked if that number 
is limited, the official reply is 
that “in recent times it has 
become more the rule that 
England matches have not 
been selling out. This is partly 
due to the Euro 
Championships where other 
countries were playing their 
qualifiers and the standard of 
opposition at Wembley has 
not attracted a huge response. 
However, apart from a few big 
international games and the 
FA Cup final, we feel it beter 
for sides to play in a full 
stadium rather than have one 
with a capacity of 140,000 or 
more that is half empty. The 
atmosphere is greater in a full 
stadium and it obviously looks 
better on television of course”. 

Bringing Wembley up to 
date is a mammoth task but it 
was a pre-requisite of the FA 
that the ‘twin towers’ be 
included in the new building. 
To that end, they will become 
part of the building although, 
in reality, will not hold the 
same lofty status as at present 
because the new building is 
likely to be far taller than the 
present one. 

Further developments will 
see a new mainline train 
station built next to the ground 
plus the possibility of 
extending existing 
underground Jines also. 
Improved motor facilities will 
make Wembley one of the 
most assessable grounds in the 
world, something the FA are 
desperately working on. “We 
want Wembley to be one the 
easiest grounds in the world to 
reach. When all is in place, 
Wembley Stadium will be a 
truly international venue with 
links to the airport, channel 
tunnel and the rest of the UK”. 


A n experimental England 

‘ored an emphatic 2-0 
win over Italy in the 
Tournoi de France last 
week. Playing a more 
‘Continental’ style of play, 
and with a number of new 
faces, England forced Italy 
into playing a long ball 
game, so long associated 
with English football, 

Crisply taken first-half 
goals by lan Wright and Paul 
Scholes — making his full 
international debut — gave 
England its first win over 
Ttaly since 1977, and provided 
Glenn Hoddle’s squad with an 
encouraging boost before the 
teams meet in their final 
World Cup qualifier in Rome 
four months from now. 

The victory comes on the 
back of England’s vital 2-0 
World Cup qualifying win in

Not that I would know 
anything, but I'll put my hat in 
the ring and suggest that 
Twickenham, home of English 
Rugby Union, would seem the 
obvious choice. It holds more 
than any people than any 
football club in the country, is 
still near to London (the 
heaviest population in the 
country) and transport 
problems have been almost 
eradicated over the years. 

Quite what the boys from 
‘Twickers’ think of this I 
dread to think but the reality is 
England will need a ground 
for a couple of years and 
although Old Trafford WILL 
be used as one venue during 
this time, it will not be the 
only one,
